with  its  French  and  Spanish  heri 
tage,  is  proud  of  its  many  antique 
buildings,  which  are  reflected  in 
many  instances  in  the  waters  of 
beautiful  Cane  River  Lake  which 
flows  through  the  city. 

Old  and  new  buildings  are 
framed  in  iron  lacework.  Places 
of  interest  include  buildings  dat- 
ing back  to  the  18th  century, 
unique  homes  retaining  many 
features  of  their  original  con- 
struction, lovely  plantation  homes, 
churches,  and  other  structures. 

Lovely  Cane  River  Lake,  a  33- 
mile  former  channel  of  Red  River, 
flows  through  the  city,  providing 
scenic  beauty  but  also  a  recre- 
ational opportunity  for  all  resi- 
dents. 

For  the  anniversary,  it  will  be 
the  center  of  a  principal  attrac- 
tion as  floats  depicting  the  city's 
colorful  past,  on  barges,  will 
stream  down  the  river  Saturday 
evening,  May  9,  in  a  parade 
which  will  be  climaxed  by  a 
mammoth  fireworks  display,  rem- 
iniscent of  annual  Christmas  Fes- 
tival programs. 

Visitors  will  be  provided  op- 
portunities to  see  art  shows  and 
numerous  displays:  old  books, 
documents  and  maps;  antique 
jewelry,  firearms,  objets  d'art, 
ceramics,  agricultural  implements, 
and  Indian  artifacts,  all  privately 
owned  and  some  never  before 
opened  to  public  view. 

These  will  be  displayed  in 
banks,  downtown  show  windows, 
city  public  buildings,  and  in  the 
Williamson  Museum,  Russell  Li- 
brary and  art  gallery  at  the  Col- 
lege. Art  shows  will  feature 
antique  and  modern  art  of 
Natchitoches,  in  many  cases 
treasured  works  from  homes  of 
families  who  are  descendants  of 
those  who  settled  the  Cane  River 
country  many  years  ago. 

Natchitoches  Women  for  the 
Preservation  of  Historic  Natchi- 
toches will  conduct  a  tour  of  old 
homes  in  the  city,  repeating  a 
program  annually  sponsored  by 
the  "Ladies  in  Calico." 

Representatives  of  Spain  and 
France  are  expected  to  attend  and 
gifts  of  commemorative  items 
from  these  countries  are  antici- 
pated. Recognition  of  the  observ- 
ance is  also  expected  from  Fed- 
eral and  state  officials,  many  of 
whom  are  expected  to  be  in  at- 
tendance.

He  founded  the  first  li- 
brary science  fraternity,  which 
became  national  in  membership, 
and  it  was  primarily  through  his 
efforts  that  several  scholastic 
honors  groups  were  organized 
and  an  academic  honors  banquet 
initiated  as  an  important  yearly 
event. 

Dr.  Watson  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college  faculty  since 
1934.  He  had  earned  three  de- 
grees, a  master's  and  a  library 
degree  from  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity and  his  doctorate  from  the 
University  of  Texas. 

He  is  survived  by  two  brothers, 
Arthur  C.  Watson  and  Rev.  Scott 
Youree  Watson,  S.  J.,  of  Spring 
Hill  College,  Mobile,  Ala. 

Donald  N.  McKenzie  has  been 
appointed  acting  librarian.

Dear  Mr.  Webb: 

Thanks  again  for  sending  the 
Columns  in  first  class.  It  is  the 
only  news  I  get  from  Natchi- 
toches. Wade  gets  the  bulletin 
from  Centenary,  but  of  course,  we 
were  always  rivals. 

We  came  into  Canada  across 
the  Bluewater  Bridge  at  Sarnia 
on  August  1,  1963.  We  will  re- 
main residents  for  two  years  be- 
fore we  can  even  be  considered 
for  citizenship  of  Canada.  At  that 
time,  we  can  apply  for  dual  citi- 
zenship, but  we  have  not  decided 
as  yet  just  what  we  will  do. 

Ontario  is  a  vast  province,  and 
the  people  are  friendly,  when 
they  have  the  time.  London  is  a 
beautiful  city,  but  like  all  cities, 
somewhat  slow  to  melt  to  new- 
comers.
